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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 2, 7, and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1, line 5; change "said" to — the — . 
In claim 2, line 5; change "said" to — the — . 
In claim 7, line 5; change "said" to — the — . 
In claim 8, line 5; change "said" to — the — . 

In claims 1-12 the limitation "limited receiving modes" is interpreted by Examiner as a 
signal having limited access by means of a scramble key, however, Examiner request direction to 
location in specification where "limited receiving modes" is defined. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 1, 2, 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chaney 

et aL 

Regarding claim 1; Chaney disclose a System For Processing A Video Signal which 
teach all the claimed subject matter "a receiver. . . output digital data" in claim 1 as follows. 
Chaney disclose a tuner for receiving a broadcast signal, note Fig. 1, element 100; a FEC circuit 
for performing preliminary signal processing of the received signal, note element 1 10 of Fig. 1; 
an IC card and interface unit for de-scrambling data authorized for use by user, note element 180 
of Fig. 1; a Security Controller for providing the key required for de-scrambling, note element 
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183; a bit for identifying which IC card is selected for de-scrambling, note Col.8 lines 55-57; and 
a microcontroller for controlling the processing of the received broadcast signal authorized for 
use by the receiver, note element 160 of figure 1 . 

Regarding claim 2; as applied to claim 1, Chaney further disclose the claimed subject 
matter "plurality of IC cards", note elements 180 and 1805 of figure 11. 

Regarding claim 7, see claim 1. 

Regarding claim 8, see claim 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 and 9-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Claims 3-6 and 9-12 are indicated as being allowable because the invention comprise 
means and method for a Broadcast data receiver having a plurality of IC cards for receiving a 
plurality of Broadcast signals. The receiver detects when two or more of the IC cards contain 
identical information for receiving an Broadcast signal are simultaneously inserted and provides 
a means for selecting one of the identical cards. This distinct feature has been included in 
dependent claims 3, 6, 9, and 12.
